which, when embraced, sets at defiance all 
parental authority, — destroys the peace and 
happiness of home ; and, though last men- 
tioned not least evil, supplants Gospel truth 

with the traditions and superstitions of a 
Church which is at once unscriptural and 
intolerant. 

- The following facts speak for themselves. 
They prove indisputably that the fears which 
many entertain as to the consequences of 
High Church teaching are not without foun- 
dation. 

A young lady (the daughter of a distin- 
guished officer, and wife of another, absent 
with his regiment in India), living in the 
West End of London, had been in the habit 
of attending some of those churches where 
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"form and ceremony" take the place of 
spiritual worship, and cleigymen who signed 
at their ordination the thirty-nine Articles 
of our Church, erect the crucifix on the 
ruins of the standard of the cross! At- 
tracted, in the first instance, by the musical 
f erf ormanceSy dead subsequently by the har- 
lequin vestments used in those places which 
were dedicated to the spiritual service of 
God, this young person, the mother of six 
little children, was led step by step to re- 
nounce her Protestant faith for the false 
teaching of Tractarianism, then Ritualism, 
and eventually for the erroneous dogmas of 
the Church of Rome ! But the advance she 
made was gradual: doubts and difficulties 
had to be removed before the final step was 
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taken. In her perplexity she had recourse 
to some of those whose ministry, for more 
than three years, she had attended, and to 
them she disclosed her thoughts. She felt 
dissatisfied with the poor imitations of the 
gorgeous ceremonial of Rome in the places 
she frequented, and she therefore longed for 
the greater development of what has been 
called "the real thing" instead of the miser- 
able imitations. 

Her family, on hearing of Mrs. 's 

desire to join the Church of Rome, which 
was now no longer concealed,, obtained a 
solemn promise, which she gave, that the 
step she contemplated should not be taken 
without due reflection and advice, nor before 
six months had elapsed ! They little knew 
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the nature of the system with which they 
were now to cope, nor the utter worthless- 
ness of promises, however solemn, where 
the interests of Rome were concerned. 

Long before the appointed time, Mrs. 

was introduced to a Jesuit (whose brother 
is a curate in a West End Church), and 
very soon she abandoned the Church of her 
fathers. Filial affection, parental authority, 
and solemn i)romises were all discarded, 
and conscientious scruples also baffled by 
the sophistry of Jesuits and the Confessional 
of Rome! 

Having heard of the xwrcutrence some 
time after, I proceeded to London, and 
sought and obtained an interview with the 
lady. At first she urged the antiquity of 
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her adopted Church, from which she ar- 
gued its infallibility. But when I pointed 
out the fact, that the date of the creed of 
the Ancient Church of Christ was, Nice 
A.D. 325, while that of Pope Pius the 
4th* was A.D. 1564; that the Articles of 
the one were Scriptural, and those of the 
other were incapable of any proof from the 
Bible ; it will scarcely be credited when re- 
corded, poor Mrs. knew almost nothing 

of the creed of her New Church ; nor did she 
know that it was a summary of the decrees 
and Canon of the Council of Trent ; which 
latter, she declared, " the Catholic Church 
rejected ! " So much for the intelligent

convictions of one of the last perverts in 
London to the Church of Rome ! 

Seeing the position in which Mrs. 

had placed herself, she said, she '^was no 
controversialist, and could not be expected 
to answer me ; but that, no doubt, her priest 
would effectually do so." Her mother then 
remarked that, " it would be well if I had 
an interview with him, which was much to 
be desired ; but probably he would be afraid 

to grant one." Mrs. thereupon said, 

" So holy and learned a man as Father 



could have no fear of meeting any one;" 
and, at the same time, declared, that "w 
argument could ever influence her : that she 
had joined the Holy Catholic Church, which 
was most Scriptural ; " and added, " all the 
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Statements made hy Protestants are one- 
sided and untrue." 

I asked, "is it untrue that the Second 
Commandment is altogether omitted from 
many Roman Catholic Catechisms ? " Oh, 
yes! quite untrue," was the reply. I im- 
mediately opened Dr. James Butler's, re- 
commended by the four Roman Catholic 
Archbishops of Ireland, at the 37th page, 
and pointed to the First Commandment, and 
read, first, " I am the Lord thy God, thou 
shalt not have strange gods before me." I 
then read the second thus : " Thou shalt not 
take the name of the Lord thy God in vain." 
I also showed that the Tenth Commandment 
was divided into two, in order to make up 
the number ten ! « What," I said, " is this

Scriptural, is my statement false ? " She 
could make no reply; she begged to be 
allowed to look at the book and title-page, 
and appeared to be unnerved when the 
fact before her eyes was not to be disputed. 
But I had other books also with me; I 
felt that argumeftt was of no avail, and pos- 
sibly her eyes might do for her what her 
understanding failed to accomplish. I there- 
fore opened " The Glories of Mary " (trans- 
lated from the Italian of St. Alphonsus 
Liguori), at the looth page, and read as 
follows : " Bernardine de Busto relates, that 
a hawk came one day to seize on a bird 
that had been taught to repeat the words, 
'Hail, Mary.' The bird cried out, *Hail, 
Mary!* and the hawk fell dead. By this 
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the Lord wished to signify, that if an irra- 
tional bird was saved from destruction by 
pronouncing the name Mary, how much 
more will he who is diligent in invoking 
Mary in his temptations, be preserved from 

falling into the hands of the devil." Now, 
here, I said, is a miracle stated in a book 
which cannot but be acknowledged by every 
Roman Catholic; a book written by one 
whom the late Cardinal Wiseman venerated 
as a saint Do you believe it ? Is it possible 
that such nonsense can be credited by you ? 

*' Oh, yes ! " was poor Mrs. *s reply. 

"I believe everything or anything my Church 
tells me." And then she asked the question, 
"Are we not to believe the miracles of 
Christ recorded in Holy Scripture?" "Yes," 
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I answered, " for they are so in books ' given 
by inspiration of God/ whereas Liguori, 
from whose work I have quoted, was not 
only not inspired, nor a saint, but as his 
writings dearly prove, a very great sinner." 
Anxious to avail myself of any reference 
whatsoever made to Holy Scripture, I in- 
quired, " Do you really think that the 
doctrines of your adopted Church can be 
proved from the Bible } " " Of course," was 
the reply. *' Well, then, what will you say," 
I asked further, " if I can show plainly that 
the very passages quoted by your Doctors 
of Divinity, as proofs, establish, on exami- 
nation, the very opposite opinions to those 
for which they are adduced } " I referred 
to " The Abridgment of the Christian Doc- 



trine," by the late Dr. Doyle, in the 50th 
page of the eighth chapter, and read the 
following answer to the question, "Is it 
lawful to honour the saints and angels?*' 
" Yes. Rev. xxii. 8 : When St. John did it 
(though the angel had once before willed 
him not to do it, in regard of his Apostolical 
dignity, chap. xix. 10), *And I fell down,' 
saith he, 'to adore before the feet of the 
angel who showed me these things.'" Surely^ 
I. remarked, you know that the very next 
sentence tells us how indignantly the angel 
rejected the proffered honour, and corrected 
the error of St. John } " See thou do it 
not : for I am thy fellow servant, and of thy 
brethren the prophets, and of them which 
keep the sayings of this book : worship God." 
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(Ver. 9.) "Oh, Mrs. ," I said, "The 

Church of Rome dare not quote the Word 

of God correctly : if she did, she could not 
stand the test; her doctrines must appear 
as errors, and her claims to infallibility give 
way to the unerring standard of eternal 
truth, the Bible." 

I then observed that though claiming in- 
fallibility for his Church, no priest could 
tell me wliere it was. Secondly, I affirmed 
also that no priest had ever yet been able 
to say if the Doctrine of Intention was true 
or false; and lastly, I said, no Roman 
Catholic could prove his religion, as con- 
tained in the twelve new Articles of Pope 
Pius' Creed, from the Holy Scriptures. 
These three statements^ in the form of ques-

tions, were at once committed to paper 

by Mrs. ^ who promised that "her 

priest (who had greatly distinguished him- 
self at Oxford) would very soon reply;" 
and thus ended my first interview with 
the lady, subsequent to her "leap in the 
dark." 

A few days after my arrival at home, in 
the country, I received a note from Mrs. 

^ in which she said, " I saw my priest, 

father , and gave him the paper with 

the three questions you wished to have 
answered, and he said he would do so, and 
send them (the answers) to you himself; so 
I daresay you will get a letter from him 
before long. Let me again repeat to 
you how glad I was, and ever shall be. 
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to meet you, though we may differ on some 
points. 

''London, Nov. \/i^hy 1868." 

More than a week having elapsed, and no 
reply from the Roman Catholic priest having 

reached me, I therefore wrote to Mrs. 

the following letter : — 



''Nov. 2irdy 1868. 



" My Dear Friend, 



"I was glad to receive your 
note, more than a week ago, in which you 
gave me to understand that I should have 
answers to my three questions. 

"First, Where Infallibility in the Church 
of Rome is. 
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"Second, Is the Doctrine of Intention 
true, or is it false ? 

" Third, Can any Roman Catholic priest 
prove Pope Pius's Creed out of the Douay 
Bible ? 

*^ No reply has however reached me. The 
fact is, none can be given without involving 
him who makes the attempt, in difficulties 
out of which there is no escape ; for, first, 
as to Infallibility, it has never yet been 
decided whether it rests with the Pope alone, 
or in a General Council, in both together, or 
in .the Church at large. The Church of 
Rome has never published an infallible 
Commentary on the Bible ; and as for the 
notes in the Douay edition, the late Dr. 
Doyle, in answer to a question before the 
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Lord's Committee, replied, 'The notes carry, 
in our edition, no weight at all.' Nay, more 
than this, no priest can give an infallible 
interpretation or exposition of any verse in 
Holy Scripture : it must be his own private 
opinion. On one text alone, adduced as 
proof of purgatory, from i Cor. iii. 10 — 15, 
Cardinal Bellarmine tells us there are five 
difficulties, and then proceeds to enumerate 
the contradictory opinions held regarding 
each of the difficulties, by St Augustine, 
Chrysostom, Jerome, and sundry others of 
the Fathers. But if it be said, Infallibility 
is in the Pope alone, well, in 1378, A.D., 
there were two Popes at once: Clement VII., 
at Avignon, in France ; and Urban VI., in 
Italy. Which was the infallible authority 
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in matters of faith and discipline ? Where 

was the infallible tribunal, from which there 
was no appeal ? Again, there were in 1414, 
three claimants for the popedom : Benedict 
XIIL, Gregory XIL, and John XXIII; 
and each excommunicated his antagonists. 
These are but a few instances of rival Popes, 
out of many. If it be said, that Infallibility 
is in councils, I ask, How is any Roman 
Catholic to know, on peril of his soul's sal- 
vation, all that is contained in the eighteen 
General Councils acknowledged by (but not 
without dispute amongst) the members of 
the Church of Rome.? Again, if it were 
possible to know the contents of all the 
Councils, how can any Roman Catholic un- 
doubtedly receive and profess their direct 
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and positive contradictions to each other 
and themselves ? For instance, the Council 
of Laodicea, A.D. 360, decreed on the Canon 
of Holy Scripture, rejecting the Apocrypha ; 
the Council of Trent; in 1545, on the con- 
trary, pronounces these books to be cano- 
nical. I think it unnecessary to add more 
to show the utter inconsistency of the Church 
which you have unfortunately, and / know 
inconsiderately entered, and which claims to 
be infallible. 
"As for the second question (Is the Doc- 
V trine of Intention true, or is it false .^) I admit 
it is an awkward one to reply to. It is thus 
stated in the 7th Session, nth Canon of the 
Council of Trent: 'If any one shall say 
that the intention of doing at least what the 
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Church does is not required in ministers 
when they make and confer the Sacraments, 
let him be accursed/ (See Donovan's 
Roman Catholic Translation.) Now if the 
above be false, then the Council which de- 
clared it is not infallible ; if it is true, what 
becomes of the Papal succession ? No 
priest can prove he was ever ordained, nor 
can any person be certain about any of the 
Sacraments. ♦ To appreciate the full force 
of the argument, one should study the lives 
and acts of the Popes of the middle ages, 
as they have been recorded by Dugvin, 
Baronius, and other Roman Catholic writers. 
The latter named says, ' What was then the

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face of the holy Roman Catholic Church ? 
How exceedingly foul was it, when most 
powerful and sordid and abandoned women 
ruled at Rome, at whose will the sees were 
changed, Bishops were presented ; and what 
IS horrid to hear, and unutterable, FALSE 
PontiffSy their lovers, were intruded into the 
chair of St. Peter.' Even the Roman Catholic 
Dr. Milner, cannot help a Jesuit out of the 
dilemma I propose ; for in the edition of his 
work before me, he says (Letter 30th, page 
307), 'I grant that there have been rival 
Popes and unhappy schism in the Church, 
and that a few of the Popes, perhaps about 
a tenth part of the whole number, swerving 
from the example of the rest, have, by their 
personal vices, disgraced their holy station.' 
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"As for the third question, — Can any 
Roman Catholic prove the modern Creed of 
Pope Pius out of the Douay Bible ? I will 
only say that the utter impossibility of such 
an attempt is evident from this fact, that the 
second Article of that Creed compels him 
to say, ' Neither will I ever take and inter- 
pret them (the Scriptures) otherwise than 
according to the UNANIMOUS consent of 
the Fathers.* But there is no such thing, as 
I have already shown with regard to the one 
passage I have quoted from i Cor. iii. Nor 
has the Church of Rome ever given 'the 
unanimous consent of the Fathers,' for such 
does not exist; therefore must the poor 
Roman Catholic go, not to his Bible for 
proofs of his modern creed, but to tradi- 



tions, and thus ' render the Word of God of 
none effect,' believing twelve Articles as 
absolutely necessary to salvation/ without 
which no man can be saved/ which after all 
are but ' the commandments of men.* You 
see, then, dear friend, on what a sea of diffi- 
culty you have launched, what doubts and 
dangers you have incurred by forsaking a 
true Church, which holds the old Creed 
(which can be proved by the Bible), and 
which asserts in her sixth Article, that 
' Holy Scripture containeth all things neces- 
sary to salvation/ 

" Look at your Douay Bible. See what 
the Apostle says (Acts xx. 29 — 31) to the 
Ephesian elders, 'ancients' whom he ad- 
dressed for the last time, and warned them. 
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' Of your own selves shall men arise, speak- 
ing perverse thingSy to draw away disciples 
after them.* How does St.. Paul tell them 
to provide against the danger.? Does he 
promise them that the Primitive Church 
shall be safe from it, that no errors shall 
arise for the three or four first centuries? 
No : he speaks of the danger as immediate. 
Does he tell them they will find safety in 
Apostolical succession, or by reference to 
St. Peter, or to his successors? Certainly 
not Does he bid them resort for infallible 
guidance to some central Church at Rome, 
or elsewhere, or tell them to summon a 
General Council? No: he makes no such 
allusion, he gives no such advice, because 
he knew of no such infallible guidance. He 
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tells them to * take heed to themselves/ and 
to the flock. He bids them to 'watch/ and 
remember his warnings. He commends them 
'to God, and to the Word of His grace, 
which is able to build up, and give an in- 
heritance among all the sanctified.' (See 
ver. 32.) 

" Dear Friend, it is to this same God and 
His Wordy I commend you. 'Search the 
Scriptures,' for they testify of Jesus, of 
whom St. Peter declared, ' Neither is there 
salvation in any other, for there is no other 
name under heaven given to men, whereby 
we must be saved.' (Acts iv. 12, Douay 
Bible.) 

" The souls built on Christ Jesus by faith, 
constitute the Church against which 'the 
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gates of hell shall not prevail/ That the 
Holy Spirit may lead you to think about 
these things which I have written for your 
consideration, and enable you to embrace 
'the truth as it is in Jesus/ is the earnest 
desire and prayer of your sincere friend,

The foregoing letter was written to Mrs. 
on the Monday previous to any 



communication from the priest who had 
promised to answer my three questions. On 
the following morning, Tuesday, Nov. 24th, 
I received the priest's first letter, inclosed in 
one from Mrs. ^ dated — 

^^ London^ Nov, 21st, 1868. 
" I inclose the answers to your questions ; 
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I ought to have sent them some days back, 
but was prevented writing." 

The priest's letter referred to above, was 
dated Nov. iSth, 1868, and addressed to 

Mrs. , and was to the following 

effect : — 

" Dear Mrs. , 



" It is wonderful how Protestants 
repeat over and over again old questions, as 
though they had not been answered over 
and over again. They will have it that 
they know the Catholic faith better than 
Catholics themselves. May God bless you 
with peace and confidence in His holy faith. 

" Your Servant in Christ, 

« L ." 
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" The three questions proposed are not to 
the purpose. However, the question of ques- 
tions is, since God has vouchsafed a superna- 
tural religion called the Christian, who is the 
teacher ? The answer is Christ, while visibly 
on earth, and after His ascension, the visible 
Church, which He left behind Him for that 
purpose, against which the powers of dark- 
ness are never to prevail. Were she to teach 
falsely, they would have prevailed against 
her. Hence the words of Christ related in 
the New Testament, in any translation you 
choose, indeed, before the New Testament 
was written, prove the accuracy of the ex- 
planation of the Apostolic Creed, called 
the Profession of Faith of Pius IV., because 
Christ's visible Church on earth propounds it. 
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"Were Mr. Whitestone, while baptizing 
John Williams, to sprinkle by accident John 
Edwards, while he said to John Williams, 
' John, I baptize thee in the name,' etc., he 
would not baptize John Edwards: so some 
intention is evidently necessary. 

" Christ has promised truth to His Church, 
hence the Christian faith professed by the 
whole body of Christians {i,e,y Catholic or 
Roman Cat/tolic people) is infallibly true, and 
there can be no mistake what that faith is. 
It is not necessary to involve oneself in 
theological disquisitions." 

At once I replied, as follows : — 

'' Tuesday, Nov. 2/^h, 1868. 

" My Dear Friend, 

"Your note, dated last Saturday, 
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only reached me this morning, together 
with a statement of ' your priest ' {dated on 
the iSth), intended as an answer to my 
three questions. He says * they are not to . 
the purpose : ' of what ? Certainly not to 
his purpose, for he has given no answer at 
all. The Church of Rome is not the Church 
of Christ, she is not infallible, Apostolic, nor 
Scriptural, as my letter written last evening 
shows; and therefore Christ's promises of 
His presence and protection do not belong 
to her, but to those who 'preach the Gospel' 
and * believe^ it, having for their foundation 
'the Rock of Ages,' As for your priest's 
admission that 'some intention' is necessary, 
'evidently necessary,' these are not the words 
of the Council of Trent, which I have 
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quoted, but his own; nevertheless, as he 
has chosen to impale himself on one horn 
of the dilemma I proposed, there I will 
leave him, to prove, if he can, his baptism 
and Apostolic succession. 

"Such 'theological disquisitions' are, I 
know, very disagreeable. Such 'old ques- 
tions ' are very unpalatable : they are * not to 
the purpose ' of any Roman Catholic priest 
I have ever yet met, because they have never 
yet been answered. That God may deliver 
you from the dangers of the confessional 
and false dogmas of Rome, and then bless 
you with peace and confidence (for there is 
none there) in His holy faith, is the prayer 
of your sincere friend,

read these letters herself^ or have them read 
to her, I resolved at once to proceed to 
London, in order more effectually to carry 
out my purpose. I accordingly jMroceeded 
at an early hour to her father's residence, 
and having succeeded in obtaining an inter- 
view with the lady, in presence of her mother, 
I stated the object for which I came, and 
b^fged her to say to "her priest," that "if 
he could prove his own religion* from his 
own Bibkf I would accompany him to Mass." 

Mrs. y having heard both my letters 

read, inclosed them in an envelope to the 
priest, and conveyed to him the desire ex- 
pressed by her mother, as well as by myself, 
that he should have an interview with me. 
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Late that same evening the request was 
granted, and an arrangement made to meet 
one another on the following day, at Mrs. 
-— *-'s house, at 1.30 p.m. Accompanied 

by Mrs. 's father, I punctually kept 

my engagement, and was immediately as- 
sailed by the lady with numerous questions 
(evidently suggested) relative to ihcdivisums 
amongst Protestants, the amission of the 
Apocrypha from the canonical books of 
Holy Scripture, and a general statement of 
such points as she considered favourable to 
the Church of Rome, which she had joined. 
To these I was in the act of replying, when 
the arrival of the priest was announced. I 
perceived immediately that he had assumed 
a manner not easily accounted for in one 



who had come to meet a clergyman, from 
whose letters, which he had read^ he knew 
full well no quarter would be given to the 
principles and practices of his Church. The 
irrelevant observations he made were met 
by my request to proceed to business at 
once^ and I asked him to tell me where the 
infallibility of the Church of Rome was to 
be found. This, he said, "was not the 
question." The question of questions was, 
** Who is the teacher ? " I of course ans- 
wered, the Bible, God's own Word, the only 
infallible teacher which I acknowledged; 
and moreover declared that nothing would 
induce me to abandon my position, or follow 
him to other subjects than those appointed 
for discussion. Seeing my determination, 
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the priest stood up, and saying there was 
" another question antecedent to those I had 
proposed," prepared to leave the r6om. This 
I begged him not to do, and asked if it were 
possible that he would thus shuffle out of 
the dilemmas in which I had placed him ? 
whereupon he became very indignant, de- 
scribed himself as a gentleman, a scholar, a 
logician, a graduate of Oxford, and a Jesuit, 
rejoicing in the fact that he was one of an 
order that had done such great things for 
the literature and religion of the world. I 
answered, that as for the observations, which 
were personal, they had nothing to say to 
the questions before him; and as for the 
Jesuits, if they were such excellent and 
valuable men, it was strange they were ex- 
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pelled from all the Roman Catholic countries 
of Europe. The Jesuit remarked, ^ Infidels 
expelled them.'' To which I replied, '^ Then 
the Church of Rome made them so/' 

Mrs. here interposed, and asked 

me to think of all the divisions amongst 
Protestants. The priest gladly availed him- 
self of her assistance^ and urged the point 
/ replied that Roman Catholics differed 
about matters to them ESSENTIAL, whereas 
Protestants agreed in all that was necessary 
as regards the way of salvation ; Romanists 
had uniformity, Protestants possessed real 
unity ; the former had the name, the latter 
the reality. 

*'But," said the priest;, •'in the interpre- 
tation of Scripture, who is to decide ? Look 
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at the Soctnians. Did not Christ say, 'My 
Father is greater than I ' ? " 

I answered, " Ves, when he spake as Mau, 
but the same Lord also said, 'I and my 
Father are one/ thus declaring the majesty 
of His Godhead. Sir," I added, "Scripture 
is ever its own best interpreter, on this as 
well as all other subjects and matters of 
faith. I came here not to discuss the diffi- 
culties of the Socinian heresy, but those of 
Rome. Pray answer my three questhns: 
keep to the point before us." 

He said, "You have given your interpre- 
tation of Scripture. The question of ques- 
tions is, Who Is the teacher ? " 

/ replied^ "Certainly not the Church of 
Rome, Nor can any priest give the inter- 
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pretation of any text in the Bible; for he 
can only do so ' according to the unanimous 
consent of the Fathers' (as the Second Article 
of Pope Pius' Creed says), a thing which is 
impossible." 

The priest then turned to Mrs. ■ -, 

who handed him a small penny book, "A 
Catechism of Christian Doctrine approved 
by Cardinal Wiseman," which he said con- 
tained " the unanimous consent." 

" WkatI* said I, " do you mean } Is this 
what you give me in lieu of the Fathers, 
which the largest wagon in London could 
not contain ? Is this the substitute for God's 
Word ? But, it is just in accordance with 
the teaching of the Council of Trent (which 
supplants the Bible)^ for a priest of the

Church of Rome to eschew //, for traditions 
and the teaching of men." 

He then attempted to deny my statement, 
but was met by the reading of the 2nd 
Article of the Creed of Pope Pius ; a copy 
of which I had with me, and to which 
he could make no reply. The priest then 
rose again to leave, and again I begged him to 
wait awhile. I said, "You have yet answered 
nothing about the doctrine of Intention. You 
cannot prove, if it be true^ that you are or- 
dained or baptized ; if it be false, the Council 
of Trent, which decreed it, was not infallible." 

His observations in reply, are in the fol- 
lowing letter. He walked towards the door, 
which he opened, when I put my Douay 
Bible on the table, and desired him to prove, 
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if able to do so, his own religion from it ; 
but no, not an attempt was made. At 
length / asked him to say before he left, 
to whom were the Ephesian elders to go 
for directions when doubts and difficulties 
were suggested, and men arose, "speaking 
perverse things?" He called out, "To the 
Holy Catholic Church." 

" No, no," was my reply, " not so. Your 
own Bible, there, says, * to God, and to the 
Word of His grace.' " 

Not another word was uttered in my 
hearing. Quickly did the priest disappear 
down the stairs, while I expressed the sincere 
desire of my heart for both the perverts^ that 
Grod might be pleased to release them from 
ignorance and error, and bring them to a 
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knowledge of that truth, which alone can 
make the sinner free. 

Thus ended the interview. Mrs. 

seemed ill at ease, but expressed herself as 
" unchanged " by \sdiat had occurred. Her 
father and I then retired ; and, BEFORE 
leaving for my home, I wrote the following 
letter : — 

^^ London^ Nov, 2^th^ 1868. 

" My Dear Friend, 

" Now that I have had an inter- 
view with 'your priest,' and he has completely 
failed to answer any one of the three ques- 
tions which I proposed to him, I wish to put 
you in remembrance of sl few facts, which 
(in addition to those he has read in my two 
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letters to you) he did fwt, because he could 
not contradict yesterday, when I met him 
at your house. 

" First, with regard to Romish versions of 
Holy Scripture, I said the Council of Trent, 
A.D. 1546, decrees thus: *Let no one pre- 
sume to reject the decision of the Latin 
Vulgate, under any pretence/ Notwith- 
standing this, an edition was published by 
the Louvain doctors, thirty years afterwards; 
but Pope Sixtus, A.D. 1590, not approving 
it, had the Vulgate compared with the 
original. It was completed, and Sixtus 
declared in the preface, that 'if any one 
should attempt to alter it in minima par- 
ticular (f>., in the smallest matter), he should 
be subject to major excommunication.' Now 
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mark this: in three years after, another edition 
appeared, under Clement VIII., containing 
two thousand variations. Among the many 
statements made before your priest's arrival 
yesterday, as well as during the discussion 
with him, you said that 'Protestants rejected 
the Apocryphal books.' Remember my an- 
swer : I told you that the 6th Article of the 
Church of England says, 'these books (as 
Jerome saith) she doth read for example of 
life and instruction of manners, but yet doth 
it not apply them to establish any doc- 
trine.' I may add for your information, the 
Apocryphal books were never received nor 
acknowledged, nor admitted into the Canon 
of the Old Testament Scriptures by the 
Jews, to whom St. Paul says, 'were com- 
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mitted the oracles of God/ (Rom. iii.) Nor 
are they included in the catalogue of the 
sacred books given by Josephus, the Jewish 
historian, who says that ' the Jews had only 
twenty-two books which deserved belief, but 
that those which were written (the Apocry- 
phal books) after the time of Artaxerxes, 
were not of equal credit with the rest, in 
which period they had no Prophets at aW 
(See Josephus, Lib. ist, Contra Apion.) 

" Again, the Apocryphal books are never 
quoted by our Lord or His Apostles. They 
were rejected by the Primitive Church, as 
Eusebius tells us in his history. 

"And lastly, the Council of Laodicea 
held A.D. 364, gives the catalogue of the in- 
spired Scriptures, as they are received by 
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the Protestant Churches ; and yet the deci^ 
sion of this Council, as well as that of 
Chalcedon, A.D. 45 1, is contradicted by the 
Council of Trent. So much for the infalli- 
bility of Romel 

"I would not that you should forget 
another fact which / stated to your priest, 
when he accidentally referred to Holy Scrip- 
ture ; namely, that St Paul says ' marriage 
is honourable in aW (Heb. xiii. 4.) But 
the second Lateran Council, A.D. ii39,j^^- 
bids the marriage of ecclesiastics. He ad- 
mitted that two infallible authorities could 
not contradict one another, Scripture being 
one, so I must leave him to escape this 
dilemma if ke can, for he did not attempt a 
reply. I must not forget to remind you 
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also, that your priest was totally unable to 
get out of the difficulty about the Doctrine 
of Intention, in which I placied and left him. 
He attempted to do so by asking me about 
my baptism. I had no difficulty in replying, 
as I did, that no such intention was necessary 
in my case, as in his, when I was baptized, 
because in his case, if the officiating priest's 
intention were wanting, then he was unbap- 
tized. Pray do not forget that your priest, 
when lauding the Jesuits, said, ' They were 
expelled from Spain by Infidels.' And I 
replied, ' Then it was the Church of Rome, 
with their assistance, manufactured them ; ' 
for in it, above all countries in Europe, they 
had the education of the people exclusively 
to themselves. 
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" I must conclude. The three * old ques- 
tions/ which your priest said were *not to 
the purpose ' (not to his, truly), remain un- 
answered; and the man who would have 
imperilled his soul's salvation (as Dr. Man- 
ning said to your father) if he had not acted 
as he did, in his zeal to make a pervert of 
you, yet never made an effort to prove his 
own religion out of the Douay Bible (a 
copy of which I put before him), in order 
to lead me also to his Church, 'out of which/ 
he believes, ' no one can be saved.' But he 
could not. Oh, that exercising the right of 
private judgment, and use of reason^ of 
which Rome deprives her votaries, you 
would 'search the Scriptures,' and 'prove 
all things/ looking unto Jesus for the teach- 
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ing of His Holy Spirit, for it is through 
Him we both have access by one spirit unto 
the Father.' (Eph. ii. i8.) His blood ^ clezxir 
seth us from 'all sins.' (i John i. f) * If 
we confess our sins (to God), He is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and cleanse 
us from all iniquity.' (i John i. 9. Douay 
Bible.) Come then to Him, in the exercise 
of faith, of hope, and love. His blood is 
the only purgatory for the sinner, and His 
blessed Word the only safe gfuide to light, 
and life, and peace, and glory.

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With this letter I proceeded to her father's 
house the next morning, and having read it 
for him, he was good enough to undertake 
to read it for his daughter (as I had to leave 
town) ; and at the same time remarked, that 
it was a "very accurate statement of what 
had passed the day before." As I expected, 
my letter was carried to the priest by Mrs. 

, as the others had been; and in a 

few days afterwards, I received a communi- 
cation from him, addressed to myself: — 

" London^ Nov, 30M, 1868. 

" Dear Sir, 

" The letter which you have sent to 

Mrs. y seems to me very clearly to 

demonstrate the position which I tried to 
recommend when we spoke together in 
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Square. I give you full credit for 

sincerity, and you have no reason, I presume, 
for doubting mine ; and yet our conversation 
has resulted in your feeling that your diffi- 
culties remained unanswered, and in my 
feeling that you declined to admit certain 
antecedent truths, without which your diffi- 
culties, and all other difficulties would be 
incapable of a definite solution, for want of 
a certain and infallible authority to appeal 
to. The difference of our judgments when 
we parted company, goes to confirm the 
propriety of my question, 'Who is to de- 
cide ? ' You reluctantly admitted, if I am 
not mistaken, that an infallible test of the 
truth of opinions is necessary, and you 
alleged Holy Scripture as this test. I urged 
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upon you then, that Holy Scripture is indeed 
in itself God's Word, and in its true sense^ 
infallible ; but then you and I were unable 
to agree on the true sense of certain passages 
of Holy Scripture. As you explained them, 
they {avoured your opinions ; as / explained 
them, they favoured mine. And so again 
the question returns, Who is to decide be- 
tween us as to the true sense of Holy 
Scripture ? Until this question, the question 
of questions is decided, it is idle to start 
difficulties, and useless to answer them. The 
latter would be like attempting to remove 
difficulties against the forty-eighth propo- 
sition of the first book of Euclid, while my 
adversary refused to admit the postulates 
and axioms at the beginning. Meanwhile, 
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I certainly incidentally, and by the way, 
threw out answers I did not insist upon then, 
for the reasons I have given. I always re- 
verted to the question of questions, and I 
believe that in so doing I did right in arguing 
with you. 

" I will give one instance of our need of 
a judge to decide between us. / am quite 
sure that tiie passage quoted by you from 
St. John, when rightly understood, is de- 
structive of your system. You will call my 
argument by an uncomplimentary name, 
perhaps, at first, but a little thought will 
prove its accuracy. 

" Our Lord bids the Jews search the Scrip- 
tures, What Scriptures.? I answer, the Old 
Testament Whyf Because they testified 
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of Him; /.^., because the prophecies, etc., 
proved Him to be the Christ, to whom they 
ought to h'sten, even though He taught them 
things not contained in the Old Testament, 
And certainly He did teach many things 
which could not be proved from or by the 
Old Testament ; e^.^ the Trinity, the Sacra- 
ments, etc So says the Church of Christ. 
Christ's words are her diploma, and she 
teaches in His name, 'the Pillar and Ground 
of the truth.' You differ from me in this, 
to m£ evident interpretation. Who is to 
decide between us.^ May God bless your 
sincerity by acknowledgment of the whole 
truth ! 

" Your obedient Servant, 
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To which I replied as follows : — 

''Dec, sM, 1868. 

" Dear Sir, 

" I beg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter, dated Nov. 30th, yesterday. I 
have not said that I doubted your sincerity. 
I believe you mean what you say as a 
member of the Church of Rome. I do 
hope you may yet be a sincere Protestant, 
holding 'the Catholic faith' as it is contained 
in Holy Scripture. The difficulties presented 
to you in my three questions remain un- 
answered. The Church of Rome says she 
is the teacher, and claims infallibility, yet 
cannot tell where the treasure lies. If you 
knew, then you could have no difficulty at 
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all, and I must grant your postulate; but 
as it is, I have g^ven many proofs of her 
errors and divisions, and therefore / deny 
what she assumes. I have said distinctly, 
and repeat it, the Bible is the only guide to 
which we can look for sure directions. 
There all is plain, intelligible, and easy to 
be understood, so far as the way of life is 
concerned. There I learn how to live, how 
to die, and how to be saved. If I hear men 
urge opinions, how^w&c plausible^ about re- 
ligion, I turn there, * to the law, and to the 
testimony : if they speak not according to 
this Word, it is because there is no light in 
them.' (Isa. viii. 20.) And this I must ever 
do, because of our Lord's command, 'Search 
the Scriptures.' (John v. 39.) True, He 
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referred to the Old Testament, for the New 
was not then written; but I argue thus: 
Inasmuch as the Old Testament Scriptures 
are not contrary to the New, *for both in 
the Old and New Testament everlasting life 
is offered to mankind by Christ, who is the 
only Mediator between God and man' (as 
the 7th Article of the Church of England 
says truly), since they testified of Christ, 
who was to come; then much more ought we 
to ' search the Scriptures,* as we now have 
them, which testify of Him who has come, 
who fulfilled all types and prophecies, and 
after His resurrection reproved the two dis- 
ciples for being 'slow of heart to believe 
all that the Prophets have spoken,' and who, 
'beginning at Moses and all the Prophets, 
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expounded unto them in all the Scriptures 
the things concerning Himself.' (See Luke 
xxiv. 26 — 28.) 

"Moreover, look at the annals of the 
Primitive Church. See how the Bereans 
tested St Paul's preaching and teaching by 
the Word of God; and they were commended 
because they ' searched the Scriptures daily, 
whether those things were so.' (Acts xvii. 
II.) Lois and Eunice adopted the same 
course in their day. They instructed the 
youthful Timothy in the Holy Scriptures, 
which were able to make him wise unto 
salvation.' Were they able to effect So 
much in his case ? Then they have power 
(the New Testament being added) to do 
the same for you and me, 'through faith.

which is in Christ Jesus/ (See 2 Tim. iii. 
14 — 16.) 

"Yes : God the Holy Spirit, in His Word, 
is the Great Teacher; and I may well ask, 
* Who teacheth like Him ? ' * The natural 
man receiveth not the things of the Spirit 
of God, neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned, but He that 
is spiritual judgeth all things/ (i Cor. iL 
14, 15.) Christ has promised to give His 
Holy Spirit to them that ask Him * (Luke 
xi. 13); and not only so, but added, 'He 
shall teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatsoever I 
have said unto you.' (John xiv. 26.) 

"The difference between the reading 
God's Book in the light of His Spirit, and 
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the misty moonlight of the Fathers, or 
mistier starlight of the Church, is immense : 
as great as is the difference between the 
landscape viewed by day, and the same by 
night In the one case all is clear, in the otfier 
all is indistinct, or lost in gloom. I am well 
aware of the dif&culty which Roman Catho- 
lics have relative to the Protestant rule of 
faith, the Bible. They say that * because 
many have misinterpreted Holy Scripture, 
and hence divisions have arisen (as if there 
were none in the Church of Rome), therefore 
it is not jsufficient' And hence the fourth 
rule* of the Index of the Council of Trent 
on Scripture, which restricts their use. But,

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/ answer^ this i3 as unreasonable as to dis-* 
parage or reject the bountiful gift of eyesight, 
be<pause some men's eyes have deceived 
them, — ^because some have mistaken a pic-* 
ture for the object represented, or the miragq 
of the desert for a lake, and to infer fronx 
thi? that we ought to blindfold ourselves, 
and b^ led henceforth by some guide whp 
pretends to be himself not liable to such 
deception. Why did some deny the doc-^ 
trine of the resurrection? Because *they 
erred, not knowing the Scriptures.' Why 
did the Jews reject the Messiah } Because 
*th^y rendered the Word of God of none 
effect by their traditions,' as Rome does 
now. You say that ' Christ did teach many 
things which could not be proved from or 
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by the Old Testament; e^.^ tb^ Trinity, 
etc I reply, the word 'God/ in the first 
verpe of Genesis^ is in the plural nuQib^ff 
and the word * created ' in the singular. la 
the twenty-sixth g,nd tw^nty-seyenth verses 
you hstve the same thipg : ' Qqd s^id, lei us 
make man in our im^e/ etc. So also in 
Isaiah^ 'the Spirit of the Lord God is upon 
me/ etc (Isa. Ixi. i), is quoted by our ]Lord 
Jesus as fulfilled in Him. (See Luke iv< 
17—21.) 

^ Surely these are clear intimations of the 
Holy Trinity in the Old Testament But I 
will not suffer myself to be drawn further 
from the subject in hand, nor will I abandon 
the inspired Grandfathers of the Bible, for 
the discordant testimony of the Fathers of 
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the Church of Rome. Her Popes Aave 
erred, her Councils have contradicted one 
another as well as Holy Scripture, and 
whenever she has ventured to appeal to the 
latter, she has only incurred its condem- 
nation. She cannot therefore be 'the Church 
of Christ/ 'the pillar and ground of the 
truth.' The *old qtiestions^ still remain^ — 
Where is the Infallibility of the Church of 
Rome ? Is the Doctrine of Intention true, 
or is it false? Can any Roman Catholic 
prove his own religion contained in the 
Creed of Pope Pius, A.D. 1564, from his own 
copy of the Scriptures? These questions 
have never been answered. Not so with 
Protestants, and their Creed. Their Bible 
contains their religion. By it they 'prove 
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all things/ and know all things 'necessary 
to salvation*' To this tribunal we can appeal 
with safety and confidence. Its sense is 
clear, its decisions are unerring. 

" In concluding this correspondence, per- 
mit me to assure you of my kind feelings 
towards yourself. My heart's desire and 
prayer for you and those with you, is, that 
your eyes may be opened * to behold won- 
drous things out of God's law,' and that 
forsaking the errors of the Church of Rome, 
you may embrace and acknowledge 'the 
truth as it is in Jesus.'

father, with the request that it should be 
read to her (as my former letters had been) 
previous to its transmission to the priest; 
and received from him a letter of thanks, 
in which also he expressed the hope '' that 
it might have the influence it deserved." 
Referring to the priest^ he said, " He is, I 
fear, impervious to the purity of truth, and 
m his character of your culprit, will not 

plead guilty." As for Mrs. , her father 

added, " we cannot at the present moment 
yet perceive the dawn of a convicjtion of the 
error she has committed." 

A few days afterwards I received the 
following letter from the priest, which so 
completely speaks for itself, and as a judi- 
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cious friend well remarked, "makes such a 
nice postcript to the whole correspondence," 
I determined not to notice it, further than 
to signify my intention to publish an ac- 
count of all that had happened. 



'' Dear Sir, 

"As Mrs. 



•s faith remains 



unaffected by the arguments you have 
allied (for which God be praised)^ our 
correspondence ceases. As an honest man, 
you will (if you speak of this correspon- 
dence) say that you proposed three ques- 
tions, which were briefly answered, but that 
your adversary declined a more accurate 
investigation of them, until a preliminary 
question, without which they could not be 
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satisfactorily answered, was determined: viz., 
Who is to be the arbiter between you and 
him ? That you implicitly, at least, said it 
must be Holy Scripture, and that your 
adversary held that your interpretation of 
Holy Scripture was unscriptural, contrary 
to the analogy of faith, productive of Lati- 
tudinarianism and Infidelity, and destructive 
(in its consequence) of the Gospel, of belief 
in the incarnation, and of supernatural re- 
ligion ; that, however, as a private individual, 
he claimed no right to impose his private 
opinion on you, but only asked from you 
an unanswered question. Who is to decide 
between you and him ?

CONCLUSION. 

Such was the letter which the Roman 
Catholic priest ventured to write to me, 
after what had so recently passed between 
us, and which I have recorded in the pre- 
ceding pages. That his question, " Who is 
to decide between us ? " has been fully aur 
swered, no candid or unprejudiced person 
will deny. Whereas, on the contrary, the 
three questions^ which in his first note to 
Mrs. ^ he assured her had been "an- 
swered over and over again," have received 
no reply whatever. They were "not to 
the purpose" of one who evidently felt 
himself unequal to the task imposed, and 
who at the very outset thought it was " not 
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necessary (he might have said, rather, not 
wise) to involve himself in theological dis- 
quisitions." 

There is a saying attributed to Archi- 
mides: ^^ Had I place to stand on, I could 
move the world." So, had the priests of 
Rome only the infallibility of their Church 
granted, then they could prove all tibfce vices 
of their Popes to be virtues, all the contra- 
dictions of their Councils to be true, and all 
the conflicting testimonies of the Fathers to 
be unanimous. As it is, however^ the plain 
statements of Roman Catholic historians 
(facts, also, which cannot be contradicted), 
and Holy Scripture, too> refuse to acknow* 
ledge their claims. As for the latter, tibuem 
is no promise in it of freedom from error. 
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given to the primitive Church of Rome. St 
Paul, in his Epistle to it, says^ "Because of 
unbelief they (the branches) were broken off, 
and thou standest by faith. Be not high- 
mindec|> but fear : for if God spared not the 
natural branches, take heed lest He also 
spare not thee" (Rom. xi. 20, 21.) 

Now if Roman Catholics identify their 
Church with this to which St Paul wrote, 
my point is proved; but if not, then their 
boastings about antiquity are scattered to 
the wind. In order to avoid this dilemma, 
the note in the Douay Bible, on the verses 
quoted, says, — *^ Not that the whole Church 
of Christ can ever fall from Him, having 
been secured by so many Divine promises 
in Holy Wri^ but that each one in particular 
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may fall." But I must remind the reader 
that the Church of Rome is not '*the Church 
of Christ:" she cannot prove herself to be 
so. And secondly, ''the notes in the Douay 
Bible carry no weight at all," as Dr. Doyle 
distinctly answered, in his examination be* 
fore the Lord's Committee. (See page 222,) 
The priest; in his last letter, tells me that 
my "interpretation of Scripture is productive 
of Latitudinarianism and Infidelity, and de* 
structive (in its consequences) of the Gospel." 
But I may well reply, let the teaching ol 
Protestant Churches, as contrasted with that 
of Rome, be judged of by results. What 
have been \h^ practical fruits of Romanism 
in France, in Belgium, in Portugal, and 
Spain .^ Let the statistics of crime and 
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morals answer the question. Let Italy her- 
self, the head quarters of the system, tell us 
the facts. In 1848 there was in Rome an 
ecclesiastic of some sort for every thirty 
people, and a priest for every seventy or 
eighty of the population ; and yet what took 
place there ? The subjects of the Pope rose 
en masse^ murdered his Prime Minister before 
his face, and dismissed himself in a foot- 
man's livery, from the capital of the Christian 
world. 

So much for the loyalty, the affection, 
and gratitude of the Italian people to the 
50-called Vicar of Christ, for Aw. spiritual 
education, and the teaching of the College 
of Cardinals! In Protestant countries, no 
such results have happened from the teach- 
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ing of the Bible. We have m^ yet, thank 
God, in England, had such calamities to 
deplore. No: so long as she retains her 
Bible, and eschews the errors of the apostacy, 
sa lon^ydll she be loyal to the Sovereign, 
and faithful to our God. 

But I must conclude. The narrative re- 
corded in these pages, proves beyond a doubt 
tAe dangers to be apprehended from Tracta- 
nanism. Ritualism, and Romanism. The 
one leads to the other, as certainly as cause 
is followed by effect We have seen this 
exemplified in instances too nnmerous, alas, 
to quote. One or two will suffice. ** Swan- 
more Church," writes the Vicar of New- 
church-with-Ryde, ''has been consecrated 
but three years, yet already five or six of 
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the regular attendants there have actually 
been received into the Church of Rome.'' 
A short time ago, I myself visited Torquay^ 
and there I found in too many instances, 
similar unhappy results. From one Church 
alone three curates had already seceded, but 
not until much mischief had been effected, 
and the truth of Sidney Smith's remark was 
established, that '' Tractarianism," which he 
described as being '^a compound of posture 
and imposture, of flexions and genurflexions, 
of bowing to the east and courtesying to 
the west, the rest being made up of man- 
millinery, must lead to Rome." 

True, Lord Chancellor Cairn's judgment, 
delivered against ^'altar4ights and incense," 
is satisfactory, so far as it goes; but then

the doctrines which they symbolized are still 
i-etained and taught by men who " err, not 
knowing the truth." Still, as we have seen, 
ignorant or weak-minded people are per- 
plexed with specious arguments, deceived 
and entangled in the meshes of a Church 
which calls herself infallible ; and too many 
young persons yearn for the seclusion of 
coavent life, or the "holy discipline of sister- 
hoods," as the surest means of growth in 
grace, and progress in spiritual life. Alas! 
recent events at home dispel these dreams of 
happiness, as an able article in the Times has 
clearly shown,. (/"/^^/i? will only see it, and 
take warning. The writer says (speaking 
of a former inmate of one of these abodes), 
" If she wrote to her brother, mother, father. 
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or uncle, or only wanted to do so, — if she 
wished to hear from them, or opened their 
letters when they came, — ^if she wished, in 
a word, to have a thought of her own, a 
friend, or a moment's liberty of action, // 
was sin: sin pardonable^ if public amends 
were made, with suitable acts of contrition, 
such as licking the floor ; sin unpardonable^ 
if not cdvered by these penances. This is 
what the young ladies of Belgravia, if they 
are not * fast,' are said to be dying' for. This 
is the promised eiscape from that miserable 
house of bondage, the dull old Church of 
England, with its family life, and its homely 
ways. They that fly should have a refuge ; 
they that would avoid the storm must have 
a harbour, but we don't see it here^ 
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Now][all this result, this fatal aberration 
from the customs of our fathers^ and from 
the teaching of our earlier divines, and the 
consequent leaning towards Rome, was long 
ago foreseen by men of thoughtful minds* 
" Years a^a" says Mr. Girdlestone, in his 
able pamphlet, ^the then Regius Professor 
of Hebrew at Cambridge, thus wrote to 
the R^ius Professor of Hebrew at Oxford, 
on what he styles 'the deification of the 
elements^ in the Holy Communion: 'If you 
had vigorously enforced the best sentiments 
of the ancient orthodox Fathers^ you would 
have done a good and great work: you 
would have given to Holy Scripture its due 
authority and pre-eminence, as they have 
donel etc. ' Unhappily, however, you have 
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mistaken the way/ etc. *The holy truth, 
which it seems to be your object to propa- 
gate, is, as you must see, daily creating and 
increasing an unholy division among us. 
Dissent is, on the one hand, rejoicing in 
your process, and gathering strength under 
it. Romanism, still more anxious for your 
success, daily congratulates your hercnsm 
and your blindness, receives now and then 
one of your deluded followers into its bosom, 
and anxiously looks forward for the period 
when your leaven shall have so leavened the 
whole lump, that darkness, superstition, and 
cruelty shall again extend their ample 
ravages over this so long and so richly 

favoured land. Infidelity^ too, hails with 
no less enthusiasm the mystified reserve, 
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the priest-ennobling pr6jects, the supersti- 
tious^ blind, irrational theology of the Trac- 
tarian school, as well adapted to its extent 
sionr' 

What then, is to be done: what are our 
duties at this juncture f I cannot but 
think that there have been sad remissness 
and neglect in the education of the young;- 
not only in the day, but also in the Sunday 
schools of the Church throughout the king- 
dom. I well remember, on one occasion, 
the late lamented Canon Stowel expressing 
the wish, that " the Sixth Article might be 
inscribed in letters of gold in every school- 

mm ^ 

house in England." He saw that there was 
not enough distinctive Protestant, Church 
teaching, and lamented it Many years 
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have passed since I heard those words ut- 
tered by that excellent, earnest man, and all 
that has occurred in recent times only proves 
the wisdom and foresight of one, to whom 
the cause of Evangelical and Protestant 
truth was ever dear; for in how very few 
parishes have the Thirty-nine Articles, or 
any portion of them, been taught; what 
multitudes of so-called Churchmen are there 
who have never seen or read them ! Ought 
this so to be? Certainly not Had our 
young people, in all classes of society, been 
instructed in the g^eat truths which they ' 
enunciate, and the Scripture proof s by which 
they are established, we should not now 
have to lament the secession of some to 
the Church of Rome who, through igno- 
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ranee of God's Word^ as well as of the 
principles of our Churich^ can speak with a 
a sneer of ^' the fi^rty stripes save one " 1 

L/^ parents and guardians of children^ 
then, take car/e that their little ones be 
taught, ^'so soon as they shall be able to 
leam/^ not onfy ^'the Creed, the Lord's 
Prayer^ and the Ten Conunandments, in 
the vulgar tongue ;'' but also the sixth, 
eleventh, and twelfth Articles, with proofs 
from Holy Scripture; thus shall they be 
fortified against error, and established in 
the knowledge nof that Word which can 
^make wise unto salvation, through faith 
which is in Christ Jesus." And as the 
^Idren increase in years and information, 
let their instructors, whether in private 
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homes, in public seminaries^ or Sunday* 
schools^ train up all committed to theif 
charge in the knowledge of those other 
Articles of our Church which protest against 
errors and superstitions, such as '^purg^oryi 
pardons^ worshipping and adoration, as well 
of images as of reliques, and also invocation 
of saints/' and which declare them to be (ill 
the words of the Twenty-second Article) ** a 
fond thing, vainly invented, and grounded 
upon no warranty of Scripture, but rather 
repugnant to th6 Word of God" 

Let teachers of adults^ in Bible cl^seSi 
carefully point out the fact, that while the 
Twenty-fifth Article of our Church, " of the 
Sacraments," and the Twenty-eighth Ar* 
tide, " of the Lord's Supper," are thorotighly 
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Scriptural, opposed alike to the Romish 
and Ritualistic theories : so likewise the 
statements in the former (that "the Sacra- 
ments were not ordained of Christ to be 
gazed upon, or to be carried about, but 
that we should duly use them : and in such 
only as worthily receive the same, they 
have a wholesome effect or operation"); 
and the clear assertions of the latter (that 
"the body of Christ is given, taken, and 
eaten in the Supper only after an heavenly 
and spiritual mdinner, and the mean whereby 
the. body of Christ is received and eaten 
in the Supper is faith'*) ^ are in complete 
conformity, not only with the Bible, but 
with the opinions of some of England's 
oldest and most learned divines. One or 
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two quotations, on such occasions, would 
suffice, and might, like portions of the 
Articles, be committed to memory : as^ 
for instance, the words of the "judicious 
Hooker," in his " Ecclesiastical Polity " 
(book sth, p. 6y) When speaking of the 
Lord's Supper he says, " The real presence 
of Christ's most blessed body and blood 
is not to be sought for in the Sacrament, but 

f ' 

in the worthy receiver of the Sacrament." 
And Archbishop Usher on the same sub- 
ject, when he affirms, in his sermon before 
the House of Commons, that "in the use 
of this holy ordinance, as verily as a man 
with his bodily hand and mouth receiveth 
the earthly creatures of bread and wine, so 
verily with his spiritual hand and mouth. 
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if ke hav€ emy^ doth he receive the body 
and blood of Christ ** 

// would be well also to direct special 
attention, in these days, to the last Rubric 
in the office of the Holy Communion in 
our Prayer-book, where, in reference to 
kneeling at the table (the word altar never 
once occurs), it is distinctly declared, that 
^ thereby no adoration is intended or ought 
to be done, either untxDi the Sacramental 
bread or wine, there bodily received, or 
unto any corporal presence of Christ^s na- 
tural flesh and blood ; for the Sacramental 
bread and wine remain still in their very 
natural substances^ and therefore may not 
be adored (for that were idolatry, to be 
abhorred of all faithful Christians), and the 
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natural body and blood of our Saviour 
Christ are in heaven, and not here : it being 
against the truth of Christ's natural body 
to be at one time in more places than one.'' 
Now all this can be done with ease, and I 
may add, with pleasure also to himself, fay 
any teacher of even moderate abilities, 
whose heart is in the work, and whose 
principles are Protestant; while no Semi*- 
Romanist or Ritualist would adopt such 
a method, or even countenance it for a 
moment 

Again : if doubts or difficulties arise with 
regard to matters of faith, or doctrine, or 
discipline, on the part of any young person, 
let tivse clergymen be consulted who have 
shown that the Bible is at once the subject 
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matter of their preaching, as it is the test 
of their fidelity ; then no pervert can say, 

as Mrs. and others have done, that 

"no good reasons could be given why they 
should not abandon England's Church for 
that of Rome." 

And, finally, let all beware of priestcraft 
and Jesuitism, whether from without or 
from within. Remember, that, there is no 
position now, however exalted, nor place, 
however humble, secure from the assaults 
of men who are ever ready to sacrifice 
truth on the altar of wrong expediency, 
and willing to '' compass sea and land to 
make one proselyte." Their well-trained 
Agents also, are to be found in the castles 
of our nobility, and in the cottages of our 
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artisans. They make their way to the man- 
sions of the rich, and to the humble dwell- 
ings of the poor; with the former^ they use 
all those means so suited to their respec- 
tive tastes and positions ; while amongst the 
latter^ they disseminate their principles, 
wherever they have access, by Romish 
tracts and pictures^ sometimes accompanied 
by gifts, with that power of adaptation to 
circumstance, so peculiar to Rome. 

Are our adversaries then so zealous f Let 
us imitate their zeaL Let us, the clergy, 
be seen more in our respective parishes, 
and less frequently on platforms, teaching, 
like St Paul, " publickly, and from house to 
house," our Master's message, and testify- 
ing, as he did, ''repentance towards God, 
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and faith towards our Lord Jesus Christ." 
(Acts XX. 20, 21.) Are Roman Catholics 
well instructed in the dogmas of their erring 
Church f Let us look to our young people^ 
and "bring them up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord/' Let us see that 
they are ready always to give an answer 
to every man that asketh (them) a reason 
of the hope that is in (them), with meek- 
ness and fear, (i Peter iii. 15.) Are they 

so United in their efforts to propagate eri-or ? 
Then lei Protestants combine for the niain- 
tenance and defence of our Catholic Creed. 
I love my Church much : I have ofiicia^ 
ted within her pale for many years; I love 
my Bible more. There I learn that " Christ 
\t the true centre of unity/' as indeed a for- 
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mer Bishop of London has well remarked. 
And though other Protestant Churches 
differ from us in matters of detail, or nan- 
essentials, yet all agree in everything that 
is vital, permanent and precious. Trees 
of the Lord's planting, their roots cohere 
with those of the Tree of Life, which is in 
the midst of the paradise of God. Let us 
ally then, who believe in the inspiration 
and sufficiency of Holy Scripture unite in 
opposition to the common foe, and, '' speak- 
ing the truth in love," resist their aggressions^ 
and pray for their deliverance from spiritual 
bondage.

As frequent allusion has been made in 
the foregoing pages to the peculiar 
Creed of the Church of Rome, I there- 
fore give a copy of it as first published to 
the world by a Bull of Pope Pius IV., on 
Sunday, the 9th December, A.D. 1564, and 
thenceforward added to the ancient true 
Creed of the Church Catholic^ commonly 
called the Nicene Creed, which is used 
in our Churches, and was Recited and 
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received by the Church in the Council of 

Nice . . . . A.D. 325 

Ratified by the Council of Constan- 
tinople . . . A.D. 381 

Confirmed again by the Council of 

Ephesus . . . A.D. 431 

Adopted by the Council of Chal- 

cedon .... A.D. 451 

Affirmed by the Council of Trent A.D. 1546 



CREED OF POPE PIUS THE FOURTH. 

"I. I most steadfastly admit and embrace apostolical 
and ecclesiastical traditions, and all other observances and 
constitutions of tbe same Church. 

" 11. I also admit die Holy Scripture, according to 
that sense vriiich our Holy Mother* the Church, has held 
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and does hold, to which it belox^ to judge of the true 
sense and interpretation of the Scriptures : nor will I ever 
take and interptet them otherwise than according to the 
nnanimons consent of the Fathers. 

'* III. I also profess, that there are truly and properly 
seven Sacraments of the new law, instituted by Jesus 
Christ our Lord, and necessary for the salvation of man- 
kind, though not all for every one : to wit. Baptism, Confir- 
mation, Eucharist, Penance, Extreme Unction, Order, and 
Matrimony : and that they confer grace ; and that of these, 
Baptism, Confirmation, and Order, cannot be reiterated 
without sacrilege ; and I also receive and admit the re- 
ceived and approved ceremonies of the Catholic Church, 
used in the solemn administration <^ all the aforesaid 
Sacraments* 

** IV. I embrace and receive all and every one of the 
thii^ which have been defined and declared in the holy 
Council of Trent, concerning original sin and justification. 

''V. I profess, likewise, that in the mass there is 
offered to God a true, proper, and propitiatory sacrifice 
for the living and the dead ; and that in the most ho]y 
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Sacrament of the Eacharist there are truly, really, and 
substantially the body and blood, together with the soul 
and divinity, of our Lord Jesus Christ ; and that there is 
made a conversion of the whole substance of the bread 
into the body, and of the whole substance of the wine 
into the blood; which conversion the Catholic Church 
calls transubstantiation. I also confess, that under either 
kind alone, Christ is received whole and entire, and a true 
Sacrament 

" VL I constantly hold that there is a Purgatory, and 
that the souls therein detained are helped by the suffrages 
of the faithfiiL 

" VII. Likewise, that the saints reigning tc^ther with 
Christ, are to be honoured and invocated ; and that they 
offer prayers to God for us, and that their relics are to be 
held in veneration. 

" VIII. I most firmly assert that the images of Christ, 
of the Mother of God, ever virgin, and also of other saints, 
may be had and retained : and that due honour and vene- 
ration are to be given them« 

" IX. I also affirm that the power of Indulgences was 
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left by Christ in the Church, and that the use of them is 
most wholesome to Christian people. 

"X. I acknowledge the Holy, Catholic, Apostolic, 
Roman Church for the mother and mistress of all Churches ; 
and I promise true obedience to the Bishop of Rome, 
Successor to ^5*/. Peter^ Prince of the Apostles, and Vicar 
of Jesus Christ 

* * XI. I likewise undoubtly receive and profess all other 
things delivered, defined, and declared by the Sacred 
Canons and General Councils, and particularly by the holy 
Council of Trent ; and I condemn, reject, and anathema- 
tize all things contrary thereto, and all heresies which the 
Church has condemned, rejected, and anathematized, 

"XII. I, iV. iV., do at this present freely profess and 
truly hold this true Catholic faith, without which no one 
can be saved; and I promise most constantly to retain and 
confess the same entire and inviolate, with God's assis- 
tance, to the end of my life." 

The 4th Rule of the Index of the Council 
of Trent, against the free use of the Scrip-

tures, to which I referred in my discussion 
with the Priest, is as follows : — 



** Since it is manifest by experience, that if the Holy 
Bibles are allowed everywhere without discrimination in the 
vulgar tongue, mofr harm than good will arise from it^ on 
account of the rashness of men, let the judgment of the 
Bishop or Inquisitor be abided by in this matter ; so that 
with the advice of Parish Priest or Confessor, they may 
grant the reading of the Catholic Editions of the Bible in 
the vulgar tongue, to those whom they shall have ascertained 
to be likely to derive no harm, but rather an increase of faith 
and piety, from this sort of reading ; which permission 
they must have in writing. But if anyone shall presume 
to read or possess them without such permission, unless he 
shall first ddiver up the Bibles to the Ordinary, he must 
not receive absolution of his sins. Let Booksellers also, 
who shall have sold Bibles in the vulgar tongue, to per- 
sons not possessing such permission, or shall have granted 
them in any other way, lose the value oj the booh, to be 
disposed of in charity, and let them be subject to other 
penaliies^ according to the nature of the offisnce, after the 
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pleasvire of tiie said Bishop. Tks R£gular CUrgy nuty not 
read or buy them^ without the permission of their Pre- 
lates." — " Canons and Decrees of the Council of Trent,^* 
held under the Popes, Paul IIL, Julius IIL, and Pius IV.

The conclusiveness of the argument drawn 
from the Doctrine of Intention^ as stated in 
the Council of Trent {/th Session, nth 
Canon), will appear, when It is remembered 
that the validity of any Sacrament in the 
Church of Rome, depends on the intention 
of the officiating Priest For instance, in 
offering the Sacrifice of the Mass, if he be 
a hypocrite or an infidel, then there is no 
transubstantiation, or change of the sub- 
stance of the bread, into the body and 
blood, the soul and divinity ossa et nerva 
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(bones and sinews) of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

But suppose the Priest to be an honest 
man, and to have intention, then a doubt 
arises as to the validity of his own ordi- 
nation; for if the Bishop who ordained 
him was in heart an infidel, and desti- 
tute of the Churches* intention, then was 
the Priest not ordained ; and this doubt 
does not stop with the priest immediately 
consecrating, or with the Bishop who or- 
dained him, but runs back along the whole 
line of succession^ and leaves the Roman 
Catholic, who at all reflects, in a sea of 
uncertainty. 

The Roman Missal which the Priest uses 
contains certain directions for the celebrat- 
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ing minister. I give a few extracts on the 
several mishaps, or 

Defects occurring in tJte celebration of 
Mass. 

*• The Priest about to celebrate Mass, must take the 
utmost care, that there be no defect in any of the things 
requisite for the making of the Sacrament of the Eucharist 
Now a defect may occur on the part of the matter to 
be consecrated, on that of the form to be applied, and 
on that of the minister celebrating. If there is a defect 
in any of these, namely, the due matter^ the form^ with* 
intention^ and the sacerdotal order of the celebratiiy it 
nullifies the Sacrament,^^ 



6th. Of Defects in the Minister. 

" Defects may occur on the part of the Minister, in 
respect of those things that are required in the same. 
Now these are, first of all, intention^ and next, disposition 
of soul, disposition of body, disposition of vestments, and 
disposition in the ministration itself in respect to the 
things {i,e,, the defects) that can occur in the same.'' 
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7th. Of Defect of Intention. 

"If any one does not intend to make (the Sacrament) 
but to do something delusrvefy, e.g,^ if any wafer remain 
foigotten on the altar, or any part of the wine, or any wafer 
escape his notice^ when he intends to consecrate only those 
which he sees ; e.g,y. if one have before him eleven wafers, 
and intends to consecrate only ten^ not determining what ten 
he intends ; in these cases he does not consecrate^ inasmuch 
as intention is essential. It is otherwise, if thinking that 
there are ten, but yet he means to consecrate all that he 
has before him, for then all will be consecrated; and 
therefore every Priest ought always to have such intention^ 
namely, that of consecrating all that he has placed before 
him for consecration."
